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A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to hospitals; to amend section 71-401,

Reissue

Revised Statutes of Nebraska; to provide for a two-year

moratorium on new hospital licenses as prescribed; and to

repeal the original section.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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Section 1. Section 71-401, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

71-401 Sections 71-401 to 71-464 and section 2 of this

act shall be known and may be cited as the Health Care Facility
Licensure Act.

Sec. 2. The department shall not accept an application

or issue a license for a new hospital beginning on September 1,

2010, and continuing through August 31, 2012, except that this

prohibition shall not apply to an application for a license as a

critical access hospital.

Sec. 3. Original section 71-401, Reissue Revised Statutes

of Nebraska, is repealed.
